SUMMARY:  On  02/26  and  02/27/2007,  between  2330  and  2400  hours,  a  fishing 
boat  with  no  running  lights  and  an  apparent  mast/antenna  was  stationary  in  the 
Shaat-Al-Arab  River  across  from  the  Basrah  Palace.  This  is  very  unusual  and 
raised  suspicion.  RSO  Basrah  security  forces  launched  handheld  pop-up  flares, 
and  a  40  mm  illumination  round.  Romanian  forces  launched  a  flare  as  well.  On 
2/27/2007,  RSO  Basrah  security  forces  launched  a  40mm  illumination  round  and  a 
red  smoke  round,  close  to  the  boat.  Romanian  security  launched  a  flare  again.  In 
both  instances,  the  boat  slowly  departed  the  area.  The  British  Operations  Center 
was  notified  both  nights.  This  incident  is  more  than  likely  a  probe/surveillance 
attempt.  The  actions  of  the  boat  do  not  fit  into  the  routine  of  normal  boat  activity 
on  the  river.

SUMMARY:  On  06/13/07,  at  approximately  2320  hours,  at  least  two  small 
groups  of  unknown  males  in  the  vicinity  of  the  REO  front  gate  engaged  each  other 
with  small  arms  fire.  An  REO  guard  in  a  tower  at  the  front  gate  observed  one  of 
the  males  with  a  long-barrel  weapon  firing  in  the  direction  of  the  front  gate.  The 
guard  returned  fire  with  approximately  80  rounds  of  controlled  automatic  7.62mm 
fire.  The  unknown  male  discontinued  firing  and  disappeared  from  view,  and  the 
effectiveness  of  the  fire  could  not  be  determined. 


At  approximately  2321  hours,  a  1.5Kw  temporary  generator  providing  power  to 
the  REO  section  of  the  Palace  compound  experienced  a  mechanical  failure, 
causing  the  compound  to  go  dark.  Although  the  cause  of  the  failure  was  initially 
unknown,  and  an  event  of  concern,  the  failure  of  the  generator  was  found  to  be 
unrelated  to  hostile  action. 


At  approximately  2330,  a  fire  was  ignited  on  a  portable  generator/floodlight  cart 
used  to  illuminate  the  area  immediately  in  front  of  the  REO.  The  cause  of  the  fire 
has  not  been  determined,  but  small  arms  tracer  fire  may  have  ruptured  and  ignited 
the  fuel  system.

SUMMARY:  On  10  January,  at  1733  hours,  a  COM  TTT  (Tactical  Transport

Bearcat  armored  cars.  The  TTT  team  departed  the  International  Zone  in  support  of 
a  COM  PSD  supported  Department  of  State  pickup  from  the  Baghdad 
International  Airport  (BIAP).  The  TTT  team  exited  the  BIAP  and  was  proceeding 
east  on  Route [~    >ack  to  the  International  2one.  Approximately  four  kilometers 
from  the  BIAP  Entry  Control  Point,  8-10  local  national  males  were  observed  on 
the  roof  of  a  concrete  two  story  building  south  of  Route^       When  the  TTT  was 
parallel  to  them,  one  of  the  males  was  observed  vigorously  waving  a  white  flag.

the  upper  right  shoulder  by  a  stray  bullet  fired,  from  outside  of  the  International 
Zone.  The  TC  static  guard  had  been  posted  in  a  guard  tower  facing  north  from 
Adnon  Palace.  The  TC  supervisor  advised  that  there  was  a  significant  firefight  in 
progress  north  of  the  International  Zone.  RSO  TOC  advised  the  supervisor  to 
ensure  that  his  people  sought  cover  from  the  stray  rounds,  and  that  someone  apply 
direct  pressure  to  the  shoulder  of  the  injured  static  guard.  RSO  TOC  then 
dispatched  IZ  Police  and  KBR  medical  to  the  scene  of  the  injury.  IZ  Police 
provided  first  responder  medical  treatment  to  the  static  guard's  shoulder.

SUMMARY:  On  01/20/07  at  1920  hours,  four  rounds  of  indirect  fire  (IDFJ_were 

launched  against  the  Basrah  Palace  compound.  Two  rounds  landed  on  the  [  r_ 

portion  of  the  Basrah  Palace.  Two  additional  rounds  landed  outside  of  the 
compound,  exact  locations  are  unknown.  The  rounds  were  suspected  to  have  been 
fired  from  two  different  firing  points.  Upon  seeing  the  launches  from  across  the 
Shatt-Al-Arab  River,  U.S.  REO  static  guards  opened  fire  on  the  launch  point  with 
10-15  rounds  of  7.62mm.  It  is  unclear  if  there  were  any  enemy  casualties.  There 
were  no  injuries  or  casualties  on  the  Basrah  Palace  compound. 


RSO  ACTION:  The  duck  and  cover  alarm  was  sounded,  all  personnel  donned 
PPE  (Personal  Protective  Equipment)  and  were  restricted  to  hardcover 
bunkers/buildings.  All  personnel  were  accounted  for.  Basrah  TOC  gave  the  "all 
clear"  announcement  at  approximately!

"all  other  available  means  of  preventing  imminent  and  grave  danger  to  PSS  or  other  persons  ha**  failed  or  waJd be  likely  to 
fat   Thus  employing  deadly  force  is  permissible  when  there  is  no  safe  alternative  to  using  such  force,  and  wrthoul .  t  the  PSS 
o  oth~dP  face  imminent  and  grL  danger.  A  PSS  is  not  .quired  to  place  himself  or  * 
in  unreasonable  danqer  of  death  or  serious  physical  injury  before  using  deadly  force.  The  PSS  will  fire  at  a  person  oniy  in 
Ss^e^inva^  threat  of  deadly  force"  or  serious  physical  injury  against  the  PSS.  protectees,  or  other  ,nd,v,dua.s. 
See  Mission  Firearms  Policy,  Pg.  9. 

The  Policy  authorizes  shooting  to  disable  vehicles  as  part  of  approved  Rules  of  Engagement,  providing  that:

Summary: 

On  22  January  2007  at  approximately  1212  hrs,  the  pilot  of  a  RSO  Little 
Bird  (Hughes  530)  was  hit  with  shrapnel  in  the  left  leg  while  conducting 
aerial  route  reconnaissance  in  support  of  a  COM  PSD  team.  The  helicopter 
was  part  of  a;    ^helicopter  RSO  PSD  aerial  support  package. 

Located  in  the  left  seat,  the  pilot  was  struck  in  the  left  leg  with  shrapnel  of 
unknown  origin.  It  is  believed  the  shrapnel  was  caused  by  small  arms  fire.

The  engagement  included  the  use  of  U.S.  Army  attack 
aviation  and  heavy  weapons  mounted  on  the  Striker  vehicles.  By  1456,  all  RSO 
ground  elements  evacuated  the  crash  site  and  were  secure  in  the  International 
Zone. 

Five  RSO  Little  Bird  crewmembers  were  KIA  during  this  engagement.  There 
were  no  other  COM  casualties  during  this  engagement.  There  are  numerous 
impacts  of  SAF  on  COM  vehicles,  as  well  as  an  undetermined  amount  of  damage 
to  equipment.

LZ  Washington  from  REO  Hillah  reported  that  one  of  their  aircraft  (a  Bell  412 
medium  lift  helicopter)  had  to  perform  an  emergency  landing  in  an  open  field  due 
to  damage  received  from  large  caliber  small  arms  fire  (SAF).  All  personnel  and 
f"        ~~ _]were  cross-loaded  into  the  second  412  helicopter^At  the  time  of 

receiving  SAF,  the  two  door  gunners  on  each  aircraft  (a  total  of  ^  )  fired 

approximately  70  well-aimedfl^and .  grounds  at  the  AIF  insurgents.  It 

appeared  that  one  insurgent  armed  with  an  RPG-7  rocket  launcher  fell  to  the 
ground  after  being  hit.  At  1000  hours,  a  U.S.  Army  force  of  two  HMMWV's  and 
two  M-l  Abrams  tanks  were  en  route  to  secure  the  helicopter  supported  by  a 
Combat  Air  Patrol  (CAP)  consisting  of  two  AH-64  Apache  attack  helicopters. 
While  moving  to  the  aircraft  site  however  the  patrol  was  hit  by  two  IED's  and 
sustained  five  (5)  wounded  in  action  (WIA).

PSD  unit  enroute  to  REO  Kirkuk  from  Erbil  (25  kms  South  of  Erbil)  was 
traveling  in  the  south  bound  lane,  when  the  well  gunner  in  the  CAT  vehicle 
noticed  a  white  four  door  Toyota  parked^on  the  North  bound  shoulder  of  the 
road.  The  Toyota  made  a  U-turn  and  began  heading  at  a  high  rate  of  speed 
in  the  same  direction  of  the  motorcade. 

The  Toyota  began  passing  other  vehicles  and  once  within  approximately 
meters  of  the  CAT  vehicle,  the  well  and  left  gunner  began  signaling  the

Summary:  On  February  7, 2007,  at  approximately  1200  hrs,  a  COM  PSD,  <  )  enroute  from  Erbil  to  the

The  sedan  rapidly  went  around  the  stopped  cars  and  towards 
the  TST.  The  TST  lead  vehicle  gunner  fired  a  pen  flare  when  the  sedan  was 
at  approximately     meters  from  the  convoy.  The  sedan  continued  its 
aggressive  approach  towards  the  TST  and  at  approximately  i__Jmeters;  the 
turret  gunner  of  the  TST's  second  vehicle  fired  onel    J  round  into  the 
sedan's  grill.

SUMMARY:  On  02  May  2007  at  approximately  1509  hours,  a  salvo  of 
four  107MM  rockets  struck  the  International  Zone.  One  rocket  struck  the 
Sully  Memorial  Range  firearms  training  facility  and  detonated,  resulting  in 
10  US  contractor  casualties,  all  of  whom  required  ground  medical 
evacuation  to  the  28th  Combat  Surgical  Hospital  (CSH).  Information 
received  from  the  CSH  indicated  that  two  of  the  contractors  injured  were 
listed  as  non  life  threatening;  one  contractor  identified  with  a  leg  injury  and 
the  other  with  a  chest  injury.  The  contractor  who  sustained  chest  injuries,  as 
well  as  eight  others  identified  as  having  superficial  wounds  were  treated  and 
released.  A  second  rocket  struck  the  Kurdish  Compound  injuring  two  local 
nationals;  both  were  ground  transported  to  CSH  and  released.

The  briefing  also  included  threat  intelligence  to  include  sniper  activity, 
recent  small  arms  attacks,  and  explosive  attacks.

Incident  Synopsis:  On  24  May  2007  at  0816  hours,'   ja  Tactical  Support  Team  (TST) 

comprised  of]  (vehicles  was  providing  area  tactical  support  to  COM  PSD  teams.  As  J 

1    jneared  the  intersection  of '  }  a  maroon  sedan  containing  one  male  occupant  approached 

the  motorcade  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  The  driver  of  the  sedan  failed  to  obey  several  commands 

to  stop,  and  in  an  escalation  of  force  the  rear  gunner  from  the  follow  vehicle  fired  two  : 

rounds  from  his'       into  the  grill  of  the  sedan.  The  sedan  continued  towards  the  motorcade  and 

the  rear  gunner  of  the  follow  vehicle  fired  two  additional  ;  rounds  into  the  windshield  causing 

the  vehicle  to  immediately  stop.  ^  ]reported  no  apparent  injuries  to  the  occupant  of  the 
sedan.  There  were  no  injuries  to  COM  personnel  and  no  damage  to  any  COM  assets  or  vehicles. 
 I  continued  to  their  staging  area  without  further  incident. 

At  approximately_0855  while  attempting  to  move  from  the  Ministry  of  Interior  (Mol)  compound 
to  FOB  Shield,'  "1  movement  was  blocked  by  four  (4)  Iraqi  Police  (IP)  gun  trucks  and  the 

team  was  approached  by  Mol  security  officials.  The  team  was  informed  the  individual  involved 

in  the  escalation  of  force  was  wounded  and  all  .\  members  were  requested  to  provide 

their  identification.  The  team  members  were  instructed  to  remain  in  their  vehicles  and  not 
provide  any  information  or  identification.  US  Army  SOC  was  contacted,  briefed  on  the  situation 
and  dispatched  two  military  units  to  assist.  After  approximately  three  hours  of  negotiations 
through  US  Embassy  Political  Office,  RSO,  HTP  and  Iraqi  Mol  officials  the  team  was  released.

and  Arabic. 

At  approximately  0820  hours,  100  meters  prior  to  the  intersection  known  asT~  ~  /  V^i1* 

 '       I  observed  a  maroon  four-door  sedan  traveling  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  on  a  merging  j 

street  to  the  right  side  of  our  motorcade.  I  was  assigned  as  the  front  turret  PSS  in  the  follow  \|/ 
vehicle.  I  gave  the  suspect  sedan  verbal  and  visual  hand  signals  to  stop.  The  driver  made  eye  ^ 
contact  with  me  but  kept  driving  in  the  direction  of  our  Follow  vehicle.  The  lights  and  sirens  on  all ^  , 
of  our  vehicles  were  activated  and  all  other  Iraqi  traffic  was  yielding.  In  addition  to  lights  and  sirens, 
the  air  horns  on  our  vehicles  were  being  utilized  to  warn  traffic  of  our  presence.  The  suspect 
vehicle  ignored  our  warnings  and  proceeded  to  increase  speed  towards  our  Follow  vehicle.  My 
experience  led  me  to  believe  that  the  vehicle  could  have  been  a  Vehicle  Borne  Improvised  ^ 
Explosive  Device  (VBIED).  At  this_point,  the  suspect  vehicle  went  out  of  my  view  and  into  the  \,-ic 
follow  turret  gunner's  ~)  sector  of  security.  I  heard}     "/give  several  loud  verbal 

commands  for  the  suspect  vehicle  to  stop  and  approximately  2  to  3  seconds  later,  I  heard  multiple 

shots  fired.  \  ^relayed  via  internal  communications  that  he  had  fired  first  to  disable  and  then  to 

stop  the  threat.  The  suspect  vehicle  was  out  of  my  view  at  the  time  of  the  shots  fired.  At  the  time 
of  the  incident,  I  was  unaware  of  the  driver  of  the  vehicles  status.  We  continued  in  direct  support  of 

 and  arrived  at  our  staging  area  which  was  Forward  Operating  Base  (FOB)  Shield  without 

further  incident.  No  personnel  from'  _iwere  injured  nor  were  anyl  vehicles 

damaged.  I  heard  my  Shift  Leader  contacting  the  RSO  TOO  with  a  more  detailed  account  of  the 
incident  while  at  FOB  Shield.  We  subsequently  staged  at  the  FOB  for  follow  on  missions.///END///

We  were  to  travel  over  Bridge  ;»toi'»i  •     y»t    *»  ,*end  or  to  Forward  Operating  Base  1 

(FOB)  Shield  to  stage  in  supportt)g<  I*   I  !  f  Duftflg  tire  Pre-lritSsiofriPrief,  Intelligence  advised 

that  there  was  a  threat  of  (Vehicle* Borne  ImprovilecJ  Explosive  Devices*(VBIEDs)  being  used  ^ 

against  Coalition  Forces  in  our  area  of  operations. 


While  moving  towards  the  large  intersection  known  as  ^  traffic  appeared  normal  and  kept  a 

distance  of  at  least  100  meters  to  the  rear  of  our  Follow  vehicle.  Allj    Jof  our  vehicles  had 
stenciled  on  the  rear  panel  in  both  Arabic  and  English  with  the  words^Wam/ng,  Stay  Back  100 
meters". 

At  approximately  0820  hours,  our  motorcade  was  approximately  100  meters  from  I.  I  heard  ^d, 

the  front  turret  gunner  of  the  Follow  vehicle  I  ■  j  yell  that  a  car  was  moving  at  a  high  rate  ^ 

of  speed  to  our  right  side  on  an  entrance  rampTaTso  heard  him  yelling  "Kiff '  meaning  to  stop  in 
Arabic.  I  adjusted  to  the  right  side  and  saw  a  maroon  four  door  sedan  approximately  50  meters 

away.  All|  sof  our  vehicles  had  lights  and  sirens  activated.  Our  air  horns  were  also  being  utilized 

and  all  Iraqi  traffic  was  yielding  to  our  warnings  with  the  exception  of  the  maroon  sedan.  I  too 
began  to  wave  my  arms  at  the  suspect  vehicle  and  yelled  "Kiff'  as  loud  as  I  could.  The  driver  of 
the  sedan  was  looking  straight  at  me. 


The  driver  of  the  suspect  vehicle  was  a  male  approximately  30  years  of  age.  He  continued  to 
ignore  all  my  signals  to  stop  and  sped  up  towards  the  Follow  vehicle  that  I  occupied.  I  raised  my    »  ^ 
Department  of  State  issued |    /Carbine  and  pointed  it  at  the  driver  of  the  sedan  as  a  warning.  He  ^  ' 
showed  no  signs  of  slowing  and  continued  to  stare  at  me.  From  past  experience,  this  was  a  clear  j 
indicator  to  me  that  he  could  be  driving  a  possible  VBIED.  His  vehicle  pickepLup  speed  as  he 

drove  up  directly  behind  us.  He  closed  the  distance  to  within  approximately,  meters.  I  knew  at 

this  point  that  the  driver  of  the  suspect  vehicle  had  no  intention  of  stopping.  I  was  also  aware  that 
our  team  would  have  to  slow  down  and  turn  at  the  intersection  of         j  only  100  meters  ahead.  I 
did  not  want  the  threat  to  enter  our  motorcade  where  he  could  inflict  the  most  damage  to  my  team. 
Fearing  for  the  lives  of  my  teammates  and  for  my  own  life,  I  fired  2  rounds  to  the  grill  of  the  sedan 
in  order  to  disable  the  vehicle.  The  driver  of  the  suspect  vehicle  didn't  everi  appear  to  flinch.  He 
continued  to  speed  up  and  stare  at  me  all  the  way.  Our  vehicles  were  now  ready  to  take  the  turn 


af\  [and  the  threat  was  still  not  stopping.  I  took  aim  and  fired  3  to  5  rounds  at  the  driver  in 

order  to  stop  the  threat.  I  then  yelled  down  to  the  Vehicle  Commander  not  to  slow  down  and  keep 
moving  because  the  suspect  vehicle  was  continuing  to  roll  in  our  direction.  The  suspect  vehicle 
drifted  right  and  slammed  into  a  parked  car.  At  the  time  of  the  incident,  I  was  unaware  of  the  driver 
of  the  suspect  vehicles  status.  I  was  however,  reasonably  sure  that  I  had  hit  the  driver  with  at  least 
1  round  and  I  informed  my  Truck  Commander  of  that  information  via  internal  communications.  We 

turned  the  corner  and  entered  the  Ministry  of  Interior  (MOI)  to  stage  in  support  off~~   and 

other  teams  in  the  area.  I  reported  more  in  depth  the  incident  to  my  Shift  Leader  upon  arrival  at 

MOI.  _My  Shift  Leader'  __J  contacted  the  RSO  TOC  and  informed  them  of  the  shoot.  No  ^ 

\  /'personnel  were  injured  during  the  incident  nor  were  any)   !  vehicles

At  about  1000  hours,  we  passed  through  an  mtersection  when 
I  heard  several  shots  in  rapid  succession,  followed  shortly  thereafter  by  a  separate  pair  of  shots.  At  the  time  I  did  not 
know  where  the  shots  were  coming  from,  or  who  had  fired.  A  few  seconds  after  the  shots,   observed  a  dirty  white  van 
veering  to  the  right  and  rolling  to  a  stop  at  the  right  side  of  the  road,  just  ahead  of  my  vehicle.  A  large  amount  of  clear 
liquid  was  draining  from  under  the  rear  of  the  van.  As  my  vehicle  passed  it,  I  saw  a  military-aged  Middle-Eastern  male 
exit  the  right  front  door  and  examine  the  front  of  the  van.  I  could  not  see  clearly  through  the  windows  of  the  van,  as 
they  seemed  to  be  tinted  and  dirty.  The  male  that  exited  the  vehicle  did  not  appear  injured,  and  I  was  unable  to 
determine  if  there  were  any  other  occupants  in  the  vehicle,  or  even  if  the  steering  wheel  was  on  the  left  or  right  side. 
There  were  several  Iraqi  Police  officers  standing  on  the  sidewalk  about  20  meters  to  the  rear  of  the  van,  and  they  were 
not  taking  any  action  besides  looking  in  the  van's  direction.  The  truck  commander  of  the  ERV  in  then  announced  over 
the  radio  that  his  turret-gunners  shot  the  van  because  it  had  attempted  to  enter  into  the  motorcade  despite  being  warned 
off.  We  continued  on  to  our  destination  without  further  incident. 

Upon  arrival  at  our  destination,  after  securing  the  area,  the  ERV  personnel  explained  to  me  that  as  per  normal 
motorcade  procedure,  all  traffic  was  waved  off  to  the  right  so  the  motorcade  could  pass  on  the  left  One  of  the  turret 
gunners  of  the  lead  had  already  thrown  a  water  bottle  at  the  van  as  a  warning  to  stay  to  the  right  As  the  lead  passed  the 
van  in  question,  the  ERV  front  turret  gunner  observed  the  van  swerve  left  into  the  gap  between  the  lead  and  ERV.  He 
did  not  feel  there  was  time  to  deploy  a  pen  flare,  as  the  van  had  already  entered  into  the  motorcade,  so  he  fired  six  well- 
aimed  shots  into  the  van's  engine  compartment,  which  he  had  determined  was  m  the  rear  of  the  van.  The  van  then 
veered  to  the  right.  As  the  ERV  passed  it,  the  ERV  rear  turret  gunner  observed  the  van  again  veer  left  into  the 
motorcade.  As  he  knew  his  front  turret  gunner  had  already  fired  on  the  van,  he  made  the  decision  to  fire  into  the 
windshield.  As  he  fired  a  controlled  pair,  he  observed  the  van  immediately  swerve  to  the  right  and  stop  as  the 
command  vehicle  drew  abreast  of  it. 

Based  upon  their  statements  to  me  and  my  observation  of  the  white  van,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  turret  gunners  acted  in 
compliance  with  DS  policy.

I've  been  unable  to 
reach  the  Dohuk  Governor's  office  by  cell  phone  today,  but  I'll  keep  trying  in  hopes  of  defusing  the  diplomatic 
problem  that  has  arisen  from  this  incident.  It  is  particularly  awkward  for  us  because  members  of  the  RRT  were 
actually  meeting  with  the  Deputy  Governor  and  Public  Relations  Officer  of  Dohuk  when  the  shooting  occurred  and 
did  not  inform  the  government  of  the  incident  at  the  time  it  happened.  They  didn't  inform  them  because  they  didn't 
know  that  anything  had  happened.  So  far,  there  has  been  no  mention  of  the  incident  in  the  local  press.

Anne,  we've  looked  at  the  incident  closely,  as  we  do  every  incident  involving  our  PSDs,  and  determined  that  the 
incident  was  consistent  with  the  CoM  policy  on  escalation  of  force.  The  escalation  of  force  procedures  are  in 
place  to  ensure  that  there  is  in  place  a  systematic  and  disciplined  approach  to  dealing  approaching  vehicles  that 
are  perceived  to  present  a  threat.  In  fact,  this  approach  has  resulted  in  a  significant  reduction  in  the  number  of 
shoot  to  disable  incidents  countrywide  (evidence  by  the  fact  that  this  is  only  the  second  incident  of  this  nature  in 
that  region).  Zach  is  available  to  brief  KRG  officials  on  the  results  of  our  investigation  and  the  determination  that 
this  was  a  justified  action.

On  June  4,  2007,  at  approximately  1000am,  a  KBR  BIAP  Security  Coordinator  (NFI)  and'   (  Security  Officer  for 

Global  Security,  were  at  the  commercial  side  of  BIAP,  inspecting  terminal  ?B,?  an  unused/closed  passenger  terminal.  While 
passing  from  terminal  ?C,?  the  currently  used  public  terminal,  to  terminal  B,  the  two  men  were  engaged  by  small  arms  fire 
(SAF).  According  the  j  upon  entering  terminal  B  and  passing  through  a  doorway,  an  unidentified  assailant  fired  three 

rounds.  The  SAF  come  from  the  rear  of  their  location,  fired  through  the  doorway.  The  one  round  struck  the  KBR  Security 
Coordinator  in  the  upper  right  arm.  Upon  being  shot  in  the  arm  the  KBR  Security  Coordinator  fell  to  the  ground, 
immediately  returned  fired.  In  what  was  described  as  a  suppressive  fire  action,'  J  fired  two  rounds  to  the  left  of  the 

doorway,  striking  the  wall,  and  then  fired  three  rounds  in  the  open  doorway,  while  moving  to  cover.  _ithen  radioed  for 

assistance.  Within  ten  minutes,  Global  Security  personnel  arrived  at  the  scene  and  secured  the  perimeter.  The  injured  KBR 
Security  Coordinator  was  treated  and  transported  to  a  military  medical  clinic  at  BIAP.  Neither  ^nor  the  KBR  Security 

Coordinator  saw  their  assailant.  They  did  not  report  seeing  an  suspicious  individual(s)  while  transiting  through  the  public 
terminal.  One  32  caliber  round  was  extracted  from  a  wall  at  the  scene,  which  has  been  identified  as  one  of  the  rounds  fired  by 
the  assailant.   Iraqi  Police  are  currently  investigating  this  matter. 

No  further  information  at  this  time.  The  incident  occurred  on  sovereign  Iraqi  territory,  jurisdiction  falls  within  Iraqi  authorities  for 
proper  investigation  and  prosecution.  Equivalent  federal  statutes  listed  in  synopsis.  Incident  disseminated  to 
interested/relevant  embassy  sections  and  agencies.  No  further  action  taken/required  by  RSO  Baghdad.

SUMMARY:  On  June  5,  2007  at  approximately  2120  hours,  a  REO  TCN  guard 
standing  watch  on  the  REO  perimeter  observed  two  Iraqi  males  moving  furtively 
in  a  palm  grove  east  of  the  Basrah  Palace  compound,  approximately  fifty  meters 
from  his  position.  The  guard  illuminated  the  males  with  a  hand-held  spotlight,  and 
determined  that  one  of  the  males  was  carrying  a  rocket-propelled  grenade  (RPG) 
launcher. 

RSO  ACTION:  The  guard  fired  approximately  twenty   grounds  at  the 

male  carrying  the  launcher.  Both  males  disappeared  from  view.  TCN  guards  then 
illuminated  the  area  with  pop-up  flares,  but  were  unable  to  again  locate  the  males, 
or  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  thei~  '.fibre.  An  American  guard 

force  Supervisor  responded  to  assist  the  TCN  guards.  The  RSO  provided  the 
British  military  with  the  grid  coordinates  of  the  engagement.  The  perimeter  guards 
are  on  a  heightened  state  of  alert  because  of  the  recent  increase  in  RPG  attacks.  All 
personnel  are  required  to  wear  PPE  while  outdoors.

REPORTING  OFFICE:  RSO  Basrah,  Iraq 

SUMMARY:  On  06/06/07,  at  approximately  0027  hours,  seven  rounds  of 
indirect  fire  (IDF)  were  launched  against  the  Basrah  Palace  compound.  All  seven 
rounds  landed  in  the  Shaft  al  Arab  River.  There  were  no  casualties  or  damage. 

At  approximately  0051  hours,  twelve  mortar  rounds  were  launched  against  the 
Palace  compound.  One  round  impacted  just  inside  the  REO  front  gate  and 
damaged  an  unarmored  SUV.  Eleven  rounds  impacted  outside  of  the  compound, 
approximately  300  meters  to  the  west  of  the  REO  front  gate.  There  were  no 
casualties.  REO  TCN  guards  observed  the  launch  point,  and  engaged  the  target 
with  approximately  thirty  rounds  of^  controlled  automatic  fire.

Conclusions: 

The  male's  recent  appearanc»  at  affunfifiistfed,  iwbccup^edofliltliilf  tlc£e^R£Q  Basra,  where  the 
danger  from  IDF  is  high,  is  s^pi^pus^itseljf.  -fSe  fa»t  that  tie  inan  fraTseeininmediately  after  a 
combined  IDF/RPG  attack  is  also  suspicious.  The  man's  activity  on  the  roof-top  is  consistent  with 
someone  conducting  surveillance  or  coordinating  attacks  on  the  REO,  and  is  out  of  character  for  the 
neighborhood,  where  there  is  littkto  no-activity  on  roofs  during  that  time  of  day.  The  man's  continued 
appearance  on  the  roof  for  long  periods  of  time  after  having  had  a  warning  shot  fired  at  .him  is  also  ^

safety  and  security  of  mission  personnel. 

Recommendations: 

The  Iraqi  male  occupying  the  brick  building  is  in  an  excellent  position  to  direct  attacks  against  REO 
Basra  andshould  be  considered  an  imminent  threat.  Based  on  the  totality  of  the  circumstances,  the 
Iraqi  male  poses  a  . serious  threat  of  death  or  serious  bodily  injury  to  mission  personnel.  Measures, 
including  lethal  force,  should  be  utilized  to  eliminate  this  threat.

while  in  transiFalong  a  two  lane  divided  roadway  in  support  of  PSDr  J  the  team  was  utilizing  lights,  sirens,  and  visual 

and  audible  signals  to  indicate  that  traffic  needed  to  yield  to  their  motorcade. 

At  the  time  of  the  shooting,  the  motorcade  was  slowly  traversing  an  intersection  while  waiting  for  stopped  traffic  to  clear 
Suddenly  the  suspect  vehicle,  a  black,  4-door  sedan  with  two  male  occupants  in  the  front  seat,  broke  from  stopped  traffic  and 

began  to  accelerate  toward  the  lead  vehicle  from  the  right  hand  side.'  .  saw  the  vehicle  and  gave  visual  and  verbal  signals 

for  it  to  stop.

The  CAT  motorcade  was  traveling  south  west  bound  on  a  four  lane  roadway  (nearT2___J,  divided  in  the  middle  by  a 

raised  median  and  covered  by  a  4  lane  freeway  known  as1  At  about  1030  hours,  we  passed  through  the 

intersection  I  was  looking  momentarily  forward  watching  as  water  bottles  being  thrown  in  the  intersection  and  cross 
traffic  was  stopped.  Shortly  after  this,  I  turned  around  to  the  right  and  rear  to  cover  my  sector  when  I  heard  several 
shots  (4-5)  in  rapid  succession.  Initially  I  did  not  know  where  the  shots  were  coming  from,  or  who  had  fired  them  but 
quickly  realized  a  vehicle  coming  from  our  right  (north  side)  had  attempted  to  enter  in  and  actually  did  pass  thru  our 
motorcade.

ERV  passed  by  the  sedan,  I  was  only  able  to  see  the  right  side  of  the  vehicle.  I  could  not  see  clearly  through  the 
windows  of  the  vehicle  but  did  see  what  appeared  to  be  spider  webbed  shattered  glass  in  either  the  right  front  window 
or  windshield.  A  local  Iraqi  Army  solider,  who  was  standing  at  the  intersection  at  the  time  of  the  shooting,  was 
walking  casually  over  to  the  black  sedan.  I  was  not  able  to  determine  if  there  were  not  any  occupants  in  the  vehicle  nor 
if  any  one  was  injured  as  no  one  exited  before  we  departed  the  scene.  The  commander  of  the  motorcade  announced 
over  the  radio  to  the  TOC  that  the  CAT  element  had  an  Escalation  of  Force  incident  and  the  motorcade  continued  on  to 
the  International  Zone  (IZ)  in  direct  support  of  the  PSD  without  further  incident. 

Upon  arrival  at  the  IZ,  I  notified  ARSO  Hammond  and  HTPO  ARSO  Reiser  of  the  EOF  incident.  The  turret  gunner  of 
the  lead  vehicle  debriefed  me  regarding  the  incident  and  that  the  black  sedan  had  initially  stopped  but  then  accelerated 
as  the  lead  vehicle.  .After  the  CAT  element  passed  thru  the  intersection,  the  sedan  then  slowed  and  pulled  over  to  the 
left  in  the  middle  of  the  intersection.  The  ERV  turret  gunner  observed  the  vehicle  but  could  not  determine  if  the 
vehicles  occupants  were  injured.

to  slow  for  an  Iraqi  Army  Check  Point.  While  waiting  to  pass,  traffic  on  the  roadway  had  stopped  approximately  50  meters 
behind  the  motorcade.  The  motorcade  was  marked  with  warnings  in  English  and  Arabic  to  stay  back  and  they  had  been  using 
air  horns  and  lights  and  sirens  to  indicate  to  traffic  the  need  to  yield.  PSD  members  were  additionally  giving  visual  and  audible 
signals  to  drivers  indicating  the  need  to  yield. 

At  the  time  of  the  shooting  a  white  4-door  truck  with  one  male  occupant  began  to  weave  in  and  out  between  the  stopped 
vehicles  behind  the  motorcade.  The  well  gunners  watched  at  the  vehicle  eventually  broke  from  the  stopped  traffic  along  the  nght 
side  curb. 

When  the  vehicle  broke  from  traffic, V~  Jired  one  pen  flare  at  the  vehicle  to  warn  the  driver  to  stop.  The  pen  flare  struck  the 
hood  and  bounced  over  the  vehicle,  but  the  driver  still  did  not  stop.  As  the  vehicle  continued  to  approach  themotorcade  there..

into  the  front  grille  of  the  suspect  vehicle.  The  vehicle  suddenly  swerved  to  the  left  and  stopped  under  its  own  power.  The  dnver 
exited  the  vehicle  and  proceeded  to  leave  the  area  on  foot.  He  did  not  appear  injured,  but  the  PSD  members  were  unable  to 
confirm  his  condition.  The  team  then  continued  on  its  mission  without  incident.

Department  of  States  rules  of  engagement.  The  intelligence  portion  was  briefed  by  our  team  u 

intelligence  analysis!"   The  brief  highlighted  venue  and  route  specific  threats  of  £,-7^ 

direct  and  indirect  fire,  as  well  as  possible  and  multiple  VBIED's  (vehicle  borne  improvised 
explosive  device).  This  mission  required  us  to  leave  the  safety  of  the  U.S.  Military-controlled 
International  Zone  and  travel  through  a  part  of  Baghdad  where  para-military  /  insurgent  forces 
hostile  to  the  U.S.  presence  in  Iraq  routinely  conduct  terrorist  and  guerrilla  operations.  Attacks  on 
Coalition  forces  are  common  in  this  area.

The  vehicle  was 
stopped  and  the  male  driver  showed  me  a  rosary  with  a  Christian  cross.  He  did  not  appear  to  be  a 
threat  to  our  motorcade  and  the  vehicle  appeared  to  be  in  good  condition.  Our  follow  vehicle, 
utilizing  verbal  commands  and  visual  signals  had  established  af meter  standoff  distance  of  all 
traffic  to  the  rear  of  our  motorcade.
